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PREFACE 


Our  English  gypsies,  or  as  they  prefer  to  be  called,  travellers,  are  at  last  becoming  recognised  as  the  best 
and  in  some  instances  the  only  transmitters  of  our  country’s  folk  music.  In  the  same  way  that  they 
have  kept  alive  and  cherished  through  the  mist  of  passing  centuries  the  legend,  the  folk-tale,  the  dance, 
and  the  ballad,  so  also  they  have  saved  from  total  extinction  the  carol,  which  was  rapidly  dying  out 
amongst  our  rural  population. 

Certain  it  is  that  at  the  present  day  it  is  only  amongst  the  Romany  foki  that  one  may  listen  en- 
raptured to  such  carols  as  : — 

“In  Dessexshire  as  it  befel,” 

“ Joseph  was  an  old  man,” 

“ The  moon  shone  bright,” 

“ God  rest  you  merry,  gentlemen,” 

The  Seven  and  the  Twelve  Joys  of  Mary,  and 
“ Christmas  Eve  is  drawing  nigh  at  hand.” 

The  last-named  carol  was  sung  to  me  by  a half-gypsy,  who  claimed  to  be  a singer  in  three  counties — Surrey, 
Sussex,  and  Hants  ; and  the  Twelve  Joys  of  Mary  by  his  singularly  sweet-voiced  wife,  while  she  nursed 
the  sleeping  baby  in  her  arms. 

Quaint  almost  to  irreverence  and  crude  almost  to  coarseness  would  sound  some  of  these  older 
carols  in  the  ears  of  the  present  generation,  were  it  not  for  the  altering  of  word  here  or  a line  there,  or 
even  the  expunging  of  a verse  in  part.  Yet  for  purity  of  purpose  and  simplicity  of  expression  nothing 
could  be  more  touching  than  these  forest  gypsy-folk’s  songs  of  the  story  of  the  Holy  Birth — woven  around 
though  they  be  with  many  a curious  legend,  many  a strange  tradition. 

Thirty  to  forty  years  ago  the  carols  of  " The  moon  shone  bright  ” and  “ God  bless  you,  merry 
gentlemen  ” were  sung  at  Christmas  at  every  door  in  the  village  by  the  gypsy  children  of  the  Surrey 
commons  ; from  whom  also  emanated  the  Surrey  version  of  the  Cherry  Tree  Carol.  To-day  it  may 
still  be  heard,  in  its  Hampshire  rendering,  among  the  New  Forest  gypsy  flower-sellers — though  hereabouts 
the  door-to-door  gypsy  carol  singing  appears  to  be  dying  out,  their  place  being  largely  taken  by  school  and 
choir  boys. 

Yet  though  the  Shrovers’  and  the  Mummers’  carols  are  dying  out  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  the 
Southampton  May-singers  no  longer  assemble  on  the  Bargate,  in  districts  around  Southampton,  and  in 
Croydon,  Surrey,  always  a musical  centre,  where  several  singing  customs  survive,  one  may  still  hear  such 
old  carols  as  : — 

" Mary  sat  weeping,” 

“ The  Sunny  Banks,” 

“ We  are  not  daily  beggars,” 

“ Here  comes  poor  Jack  a-howling.” 

With  the  old  tags  of — 

“ My  shoes  are  very  muddy,” 

“ Christmas  is  coming,”  and 
“ God  bless  the  master  of  this  house,” 
sung  from  door  to  door  throughout  the  twelve  days  of  Christmas. 

Collecting  the  older  carols  among  the  gypsies  was  far  from  being  an  easy  task.  There  were  times 
when  one  would  hear  them  in  the  course  of  an  evening  given  up  to  song,  without  having  the  means,  the 
time,  or  even  enough  daylight,  to  note  them  down. 

To  make  sure  of  the  words  I would  have  them  sent  on  by  letter  ; the  children  would  then  write  them 
down  from  their  mother’s  lips  for  me,  generally  winding  up  with  a message  in  the  Romany  rokra  : — 
“Bisha  mandy  a bita  dikla  and  the  dui  cullas  for  a drop  of  livenor,  and  a bita  tubla  for  mi  pal!  Kushti 
bokht  and  best  wishes  ! ” Or,  simpler  still  : — 

“ Bisha  mandy  a bita  lili,  chavi ! ” 

But  the  carol  was  from  its  very  origin  a song  or  hymn  of  the  open-air,  heard  by  open-air  dwellers. 
So  that  it  is  not  a matter  of  wonder  that  firstly  the  out-door  workers,  and  lastly  the  travellers  and 
tent-dwellers  should  have  taken  up  the  refrain  of  the  angels’  message  and  the  angels’  song  and  carried 
it  on,  with  words  of  warning,  comfort,  counsel,  and  command  to  all  home-dwellers,  as  every  Christmas 
comes  round.
